6.  C.  H.  Jenkinson,  of  Armstrong,  B.C.,  shall 
be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  post-office  or  other  public  building 
in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described  a 
notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  holding  the  said,  meeting.  The  Re¬ 
turning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause 
5,  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether 
or  not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said 
meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for 
whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at 
the  general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause 
6  hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1950,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1949,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1948,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candidates 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  elected  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the 
third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings  re¬ 
spectively.

To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  suc¬ 
ceed  those  whose  terms  of  office  expire 
coincident  with  the  holding  of  such 
annual  general  meeting,  and  to  elect  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  other 
vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur 
among  the  Trustees: 

( e .)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  building  where 
the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is 
a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old 
or  older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  regis¬ 
tered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  the  wife  or  husband  of  any 
such  person  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate 
for  and  to  hold  the  office  of  Trustee,  but  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  be  a  candi¬ 
date  for  Trustee  or  hold  the  office  of  Trustee 
while  there  is  owing  to  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  in  inspect  of  the  land  held  by  him  or  her 
or  by  his  wife  or  her  husband  any  taxes,  tolls, 
or  other  charges  other  than  those  levied,  fixed, 
or  charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one  year  of 
the  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general

approved  July  29th,  1947,  be  amended  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

By  striking  out  the  words  “  Daily  Hunting- 
Time. — One-half  hour  before  sunrise  to  one 
hour  after  sunset  ”  where  they  appear  before 
clauses  (i-1)  and  (t-1) ,  and  substituting-  there¬ 
for  the  words  “  Daily  Hunting  Time. — Sunrise 
to  one  hour  after  sunset.” 

By  striking  out  the  words  “(Legal  time  when 
shooting  can  be  commenced  on  October  18th, 
6.10  a.m.),”  appearing  in  clause  (t-2) . 

By  inserting-  in  clause  (m)  of  section  3,  after

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  the  “  Game-tag  Regulations,” 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act”  by  Order  in  Council  No.  713,  approved 
April  15th,  1947,  be  l'escinded,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  “  Game-tag  Regulations  ”  made  and  sub¬ 
stituted  thei’efor: — 

Game-tag  Regulations. 

1.  Each  deer  and  moose,  as  defined  under  the 
“  Game  Act,”  shall,  when  killed  or  taken,  have 
a  seal  which  has  not  been  previously  used 
attached  to  the  car-cass  thereof,  and  such  seal 
must  be  securely  attached  to  the  carcass  and 
be  locked  by  the  person  killing  or  taking  the 
animal  and  to  whom  the  seal  has  been  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations. 

2.  Seals  may  be  issued  by'any  Game  Warden, 
Provincial  Constable,  Government  Agent,  or 
any  person  authorized  by  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  the  seal  shall  be  in  the  shape  and 
style  as  decided  upon  by  the  Game  Commission, 
and  shall  be  valid  only  for  the  year  in  which 
said  seal  or  seals  are  issued. 


3.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.)  shall  be 
payable  for  every  seal  for  a  deer  and  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  ($1)  for  every  seal  for  a  moose. 

4.  The  seal  shall  remain  on  the  carcass  of 
the  deer  or  moose  until  the  carcass  has  been 
i-emoved  or  transported  to  the  place  where  it  is 
pi-oposed  to  consume  the  carcass. 

5.  The  transfer  of  seals  by  any  licence-holder 
to  another  is  prohibited. 

6.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  in  re- 
speot  to  any  deer  or  moose  killed  by  an  Indian, 
prospector,  surveyor,  or  farmer  (on  his  own 
property  only)  for  use  for  food  pui’suant  to  the 
piovisions  in  that  behalf  contained  in  sections 
7  to  10,  inclusive,  of  the  “  Game  Act.” 

7.  Any  person  authorized  to  issue  firearms 
licences  and  from  whom  deer  or  moose  seals 
have  been  pui-chase  shall  note  the  numbers  of 
the  seals  and  describe  the  kind  so  purchased  in 
the  space  pi-ovided  for  this  purpose  on  the  pur¬ 
chaser’s  firearms  licence. 

8.  Any  person  found  in  possession  of  the 
carcass  of  a  deer  or  moose  to  which  a  seal  has 
not  been  secui-ely  attached  and  locked  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  committed  an  offence  against 
these  l-egulations. 

9.  These  regulations  apply  to  residents  of 
the  Province  only.

Personal  Service  Occupation. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
following  expressions  shall  have  the  following 
meanings : — 

“  Personal  service  occupation  ”  means  the 
work  of  persons  engaged  in  massaging 
and  physiotherapy  as  defined  in  the 
“  Physiotherapists  and  Massage  Practi¬ 
tioners  Act,”  chiropody,  chiropractic, 
osteopathy,  electrical  treatments,  gen¬ 
eral  and  specialized  therapeutics,  and  all 
work  of  a  like  nature: 

“  Class  A  employee  ”  means  an  employee 
whose  working-week  consists  of  40  hours 
or  more: 

“  Class  B  employee  ”  means  an  employee 
v/hose  working-week  consists  of  less 
than  40  hours. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  the 
following: — 

(a.)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order 
of  the  Board  specifically  defining  their 
work : 

(b.)  A  graduate  nurse  who  is  in  possession 
of  a  certificate  showing  she  has  com¬ 
pleted  a  course  of  training  in  general 
nursing  provided  in  a  hospital  and  who 
is  employed  as  a  nurse: 

(c.)  A  student  nurse  in  training  in  an  ap¬ 
proved  school  of  nursing  as  defined  by 
sections  22  and  23  of  the  “  Registered 
Nurses  Act”  of  British  Columbia. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each 
of  his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (b) ,  (c),  or  ( d )  of  this  section. 

(a.)  Class  A  employees,  $20  per  week. 

(b.)  Class  B  employees,  50  cents  per  hour: 
Provided,  however,  that  no  such  em¬ 
ployee,  if  called  to  work  by  the  em¬ 
ployer,  shall  be  paid  less  in  any  one 
day  than  an  amount  equal  to  2  hours 
at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  if 
called  to  work  and  not  put  to  work,  nor 
less  than  4  hours  at  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  if  put  to  work. 


(c.)  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 
the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  or 
section  5  of  the  “  Female  Minimum 
Wage  Act  ”  for  whose  employment  per¬ 
mits  in  writing  are  issued  by  the 
Board : — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

(d.)  All  employees: — 

Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  those  prescribed 
or  authorized  under  the  provisions  of 
section  4. 

4.  That  the  hours  of  any  employee  shall  not 
exceed  8  hours  in  the  day  or  44  hours  in  the 
week,  unless  permission  in  writing  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Board  varying  the  said  hours. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees  all  wages  and  salaries  earned  by  the 
employee  up  to  a  day  not  more  than  8  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a.)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b.)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each 
occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

7.  (a.)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationalities,  and 
residential  addresses  of  all  his  employees. 

( b .)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  That  Order  No.  27,  establishing  a  mini¬ 
mum  wage  in  the  personal  service  occupation, 
which  became  effective  on  the  5th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1935,  be  rescinded. 

9.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  15th  day  of  August,  1947, 
and  published  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette 
on  the  21st  day  of  August,  1947,  shall  take 
effect  on  the  25th  day  of  August,  1947. 

10.  That  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage 
Order  (1946),  made  on  the  25th  day  of  June, 
1946,  shall  not  apply  to  employers  and  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  personal  service  occupation  after 
the  24th  day  of  August,  1947.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
elea:  ly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
